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JULIE EISENHOWER GREETS OLYMPIC TEAM 

The U.S. Deaf Olympic Team, which has 
been training on the Gallaudet campus 
since the end of June, was honored by 
a visit from Julie Eisenhower on Monday 
afternoon prior to the Team's departure 
for Malmo, Sweden. 

Following a welcome by Edward Merrill, 
Art Kruger, chairman of the 1973 World 
Games for the Deaf Committee, presented 
Mrs. Eisenhower with an official World 
Games' flight bag. Mrs. Eisenhower 
wished the U.S. squad success and shook 
hands with each of the 145 athletes and 
40 officials. 

The 1973 Games will be played in Malmo 
from July 21-28. Approximately 1,300 
athletes representing 34 nations have 
registered for the Games and will com- 
pete in six sports for men and women -- 
track and field, volleyball, shooting, 
swimming, table tennis -- with the men 
also competing in basketball, football 
(soccer), handball, cycling, and 
wrestling. 

At the conclusion of the Games, the 
American team will take a two week tour 
of Sweden, Norway, Scotland, and England 
before returning to the States.

MALAYSIAN AMBASSADOR VISITS GALLAUDET 

Mohamed Khir Johari, the ambassador to 
the United States from Malaysia, visited 
the campus with two of his aides on 
Wednesday, July 11. Mr. Tan Yap from 
Kuala Lampur, Malaysia, who is taking 
several courses in the Graduate School 
this summer, extended the invitation to 
the ambassador. 

A pharmacist by profession, Mr. Yap has 
established two schools for the deaf in 
Malaysia. His schools, which are operated 
solely by volunteer teachers, serve 49 
students, who range in age from ten to 
a a 

The government of Malaysia does provide 
special classes for hearing impaired 
students, but a student must enroll prior 
+o his eighth birthday. The two schools, 
which Mr. Yap opened in 1964, offer basic 
education courses and some vocational 
training to those students who were too 
old to be accepted by the government 
schools. Mr. Yap is using total communi- 
cation in both of his schools. 

After leaving Gallaudet this week, Mr. 
Yap will go to California State Univer- 
sity at Northridge and enroll in a summer 
program there. 

The ambassador, who has served as the 
Malaysian Minister of Education, was most . 
interested in the College and the education 
of the deaf. We hope to have a group of 
wives of the Malaysian embassy officials 
visit Gallaudet this fall. 


CENTER FOR COMMUNITY EDUCATION ESTABLISHED 
With a $15,000 first year grant from the 

C.S. Mott Foundation, Gallaudet has been 

designated a specialized Center in Community 


Education. The center, is 

sponsored by the Mid-Atlantic Center for 
Community Education at the University of 
Virginia, is under the direction of our 
Center for Continuing Education. 

The purpose of the center is to intro- 
duce the community education concept to 
schools for the hearing impaired through- 
out the United States. Pilot programs 
will be instituted at Kendall and MSSD. 

The program will then expand to other 
schools for the deaf in the Mid-Atlantic 
region and, later, to schools in other 
parts of the country. 

Community education is a concept for 
bringing the community, the home, and the 
school more closely toghether. Continuing 
education and parent involvement are im- 
portant factors. in the community education 
process. 

For deaf children the influences of home, 
school, and community often act in nega- 
tive ways: (1) Parents lack an under- 
standing of the problems of their handi- 
capped children. (1) Parents lack an under- 
(residential schools, especially) are 
often cut off from the home and the main- 
stream of community life. (3) Communities, 
because they know so little about the hand- 
icapped, are indifferent to their problems 
and needs. 

The $15,000 awarded to the College is 
the first part of a five-year grant for 
this new specialized Center for Community 
Education.
